War, as the Uſe of that Land is, as other Kings 
and Princes do thereabout.

And men go upon this River ti 
they come to an Abby of monks a little from ib 
Ciry, in which Abbey is a great Garden, an 
thereia is ſundry ſorts of Trees of divers Fruit 
In that Garden are divers ſorts of Beaſts, oy By 
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goeth through . of Pigmie, and there 
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boons, Apes, Marmozets, and others: And when 
the Convent have caten, a Monk taketh the Re- 
mainder, and bears ic into the Garden, ringeth 
once with a Bell of Silver, which he holds in bis 
Hand, and anon come all thole Beaſts I ſpeak of, 
and many more, near two or three thouſand, 
and he feederh them in fair Veſfels of Silve 

And when they have eaten he ſmiteth the Bell 
again, and they go away; and the Monk faich 
that thoſe Beaſts are the Souls of men that are 
dead, and thoſe Beaſts that are fair, are Souls 
of Lords, and other rich men, ani thoſe chat 
are foul Beaſts, are Souls of other Commons: 
And I. asked them if it had not been better 
ta gire that Relief ro poor men ? And they ſaid, 
there is no poor man in that Country ; bur it 
there were, yet were it more Alms to. give it 
to thoſe Souls that ſuffer there their Penance, 

and may go no further io get their meat, than 
to men that have Wit, and may travel for their

An Account of the Land of Pigmie. 
W HE N men paſs from the City of Chibent 
they paſs over a River of freſh Water, and 


it is near four miles broad, and then men enter 
into the Land of the great Caan.

Spans long, and they are very fair both men 
and women, though they be little they are mar. 
Tied when they are half a Year old, and they 
live but eight Years, for be that liveth eight 
Tears is holden very old: Theſe ſmall men are 
the beſt Workmen of Si k and Cotton, and all 
manner of Things that are in the World; and 
theſe men travel not, nor till their Land, but 


they bave among them great men, as we are, to

Theſe arc fair Beeſts and well ſmelling, and 
by the Smell of thoſe Skins, no Evil may come 
to the Palace; thoſe Skins are as red as Blood, 
and they ſhine ſo againſt the Sun, that a man can 
ſcarcely be hold them, and thoſe Skins are eſteem- 
ed there as much as Gold. In the midſt of the Pa-

cious Stones, and great Pearls, and the Greece 
en which he goeth up, are, of divers precious

Ar the left Gde of this Throne, is the Seat of 
bis Wife, a Degree lower than he ſitteth, and 
thar is of Jaſper bordered with Gold, and the 
Sear of his ſecond Wife is a degree lower than 
the firſt, and that is alſo of good Jaſper border'd 
with Gold; and the Seat of the third Wife a 
Degree lower than the ſecond, for always be 
ha'h three Wives with bim where ever he is. 
Be ſide theſe Wives, on the ſame fide ſitteth other 


as they are of Degree: And all thoſe that are 
married, have a Counterfeit of a man's foot up- 
on 
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on their Heads, near a Cubit long, all made with 
precious Stones, and about they are made with 
frrining Feathers of Peacocks, or ſuch other, in 
Token that they are in Subjection of man, and 
under his Feet, and they that are not wedded, 
bave none ſuch. And on the Right- ſide of the 
Emperor fitteth his Son, which ſhall be Emperor 
after him, and he ſitteth a Degree lower than 
the Emperor, in ſuch a Seat as the Emperor fits, 
and by him fir Lords of his Kin, each one lower 
than another, as they are of Degree: And the 
Emperor hath his Table by himſelf alone, that js 
made of Gold and precious Stones, or of whire 
Cryſtal, or yellow, bordered with Gold, and each 
ene of his Wives hath her Table by herſelf. 

And under the Emperor's Table futerh four 
Clerks at his Fees, that write all that the Empe- 
ror ſaith, be ir good or ill. 

And ar great Feaſts about the Emperor's Table, 
and all other Tables, in the Hall is a Vine made 
of Gold, that goeth all about the Hall, and it 
hath many large Branches of Grapes like to 
narural Grapes of the Vine, ſome are white, 
ſome yellow, ſome red, - ſome green, and ſome 
black; all the red are of Rubies, of Creams, or 
Allobance; the white are of Cryſtal or Byral; 
the yellow are of Topaces, the green of Eme- 
ralds and Chtyſolites, and the black of Quicks 
and Gerands ; and this Vine is made thus of pre- 
cious Stones ſo properly, that it ſeemeth as it 
were a Vine growing. And before the Board of 
the Emperor ſtand great Lords, and no Man is 
fo hardy to ſpeak to him, except it be Muſicians 
to ſolace the Emperor. And all the Veſſ. ls that 
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are ſerved in his Hall or Chambers, ate of pre? 
cCious Stones, ard eſpecially at the Tables were 
great Lords ear, that is ro ſay, of Jaſper, 'Chry- it + 
Kal, Amethiſt, or fine Gold; an i the Cups are 
of Emeralds, Saphires, Topaces, and others off 
any manner of Stones: And of Silver hare they 
no Veſſels, for they eſteem but little of Silver 
to make Veſſels of; but of it they make Greeces, « 
Pillars, and Pavement: of Halls ard Chambers, 
And ye ſhall underſtand that my Fellow and 1 
were in Wages with him ſixteen Months againſt | : 
the King of Mancy, upon whom he made War, 
and the Cauſe was, we had ſo great Deſire to 
ſee the Nobility of his Court, if it were ſuch as, 
we heard ſpeak of; and truly we found it more 
rich, and of greater Royalty than ever we beard i | 
ſpeak of; and we ſhould never bave believed 
it, had we not ſeen it. But ye ſhall underſtand, Il | 
the Uſe of cating and drinking is more evil, 
among us than in thoſe Countries, for all the 
Commons eat upon Skins on their Knees; and 
eat the Fleſh of all manner of Beafts, and when;

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the Caane had led all the Lords to Mount Behan, 
the white Knight came to him in a Viſion again, 
and {aid to him, Caane, the Will of God is, that 
thou paſs the Mount Behn, and thou ſhalt win 
many Lands; and becauſe thou ſhalt find no 
Pallage, go thou to the Mount Behan, that is 
upon the Sea - ſide, and kneel nine T imes thereon 
againſt the Eaſt. Worſhip of God, and he ſhall 
ſhew thee a Way how thou ſhalt paſs; and 
. Caane did ſo, and immediately after the Sea that 
touched the Hill withdrew itielf, and ſhewed him 
a fair Way of nine Foot broad between the Hill 
and the Sea, and ſo be paſſed right well with 
all his Men, and then he won the Land of Ca: 
tha, that is the beſt Land, and the greateſt of 
all the Worid : And for theſe nine Kneclingy, 
and the nine Foot of Way, the Caane, and the 
Men ot Tartary have the Number of Nine in 
great Worſhip, _ 
And when he had won the Land of Cathay be 
died, and then reigned after Cychoco rhe eldeſt Sen 
of Caane, and his other Brothers went to Win 
them Lands in other Countries, and they won 
the Land of Pruſie, and of Riſſe, and they call 
themſelves Caanes ; but he of Cathay is the great- 
eſt Lord of all the World, and ſo he calls him- 
llelf in his Letters, and ſaith thus, Canne, God's 
Son, Emperer of all thoſe that till the Land, and 
Lord of Lords, And the Writing about the grear 
Seal is, God in Heaven, Caane upen Earth the 
Strength, the Seal: of the Emperor of all Men. And

NOV have I told you why he is called 
the great Caane: I will alſo tell you of the 
governing ot his Court, when they wake great 
Feaſts, and he keeps four prineipal Feaſts in A 
Year ; the firſt is of his Birth, the ſecond when 
he is carried to-the Temple ro be circumciſed, 
the third is of his Idols when they begin ro ſpeak, 


and the fourth when the Idol begins to do Mi- 


racles and at thoſe times he bath Men well ar- 
rayed by thouſands, and by hundreds, and each 
one knows what he ſhall do. There is firſt or» 
dained 4000 rich Barons to order the Feaft, and 


ſerve the Emperor; and they bave Crowns of 
Gold, decked with precious Stones, and are 


clad in Cloth of Gold and Camachas, as richly 
as they can be made; and they may well ha ve 
ſuch Cloaths, for they are of leſs Erice there than 
woollen Cloth is here. And thoſe four thouſand 
Barons are parted into four parts, and each 
Company is clad in divers Colours very richly; 


and when the firft thouſand is paſſed, and ſnew- 


ed themſelves, then come the ſecond; then the 
third, and then the fourth ; and none of them 
ſpeak a Word. And on the one fide of the Em- 
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= metry, Pyromancy, and many other Sciences, 

and (ome have before them Aſtrolabes of Gold, 

WH and precious Stones, full of Sand or of Coal burn- 
ing; ſome have Horologies, well dight and rich- 
ly, | and many other Inſtruments after their Sci. 
ences ; and at à certain Hour when they ſee 
time, they ſay to Men that ſtand before them, 

Make Peace; and then fay thoſe Men with a loud 
Voice to all the Hall, Now be ſtill a while; and 
then ſaith one of the Philoſophers, Each Man 
make Reverence, and encline ro the Emperor, 
that is God's Son, and Lord of all the World, 
for now is the Time and the Hour: And then 


and then the Philoſopher biddeth them riſe up 


bidderh them pur their Finger in their Ears, and 
they do ſo z and at another Hour another Philo- 
ſopher ordereth that they ſhonld lay their Hands 
upon their Heads, and they did fo : and then 
be biddeth them take them away, and they do 
ſo: and thus from Hour to Hour they bid divers 
Things. And I asked privately what it ſhould 
mean, and one of the Maſters ſaid, that the bow. 


= this Token, that all thoſe Men that kneeled fo, 
mall evermore be true to the Emperor, that for 
no Gift nor Threatning they ſhall never be 
Traytors, nor falſe to him: And the putting the 
Finger in the Ear hath rhis Token, that none 
of thoſe ſhall hear any Ill ſpoken of the Emperor 
or his Council: And ye ſhall underſtand that 
Men bring nothing, as Cloaths,' Bread, Drink, 
nor no ſuch Things to the Emperor; but * 
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aul Men bow to him, and kneel on the Earth, 


again; and at another Hour another Philoſopher 


ing and kneeling on the earth at that time hath 
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Man raiſe War againſt the Emperor, in what 
Country ſoever it be, theſe Philoſophers know it 
ſoon, and tell the Emperor, or his Council; and 
he ſendeth Men thither, for he hath many 
Men. Alſo he hath many Men that keep Birds, 


as Gerfaulkens, Sparhawks, Fawkhens, Geatles, 


Lavers, Sacres, Popinjays, that can ſpeak, and 
many others, He hath ooo Elephants, Baboons, 
Marmozets, and others; and hath ever about 
him many Phylicians, more than two hundred 
that are Chriſtian Men, and Saraſins; but yet 
be truſts more in Chriſtian Men thru in Saraſins. 
And there are in that Country many Saraſins that 
are converted to the Faith through the Preach- 
ing of good Chriſtian Men that dwell there, and 
there are many that will not be known they 
are Chriſtians. |

6 5 HIS Emperor is a great Lord, he may ex2 

rend what he will, becauſe he ſpendeth nei 
ther Silver nor Gold, and maketh no Money but 
of Leather or Skins, and this Money goeth thro* 
all his Land, and of the Silver and the Gold 
builderh he his Palace; and he hath in his Chams 
ber a Pillar of Gold, in which is a Ruby and 
Carbuncle a Foot long, which lighteth all the 
Chamber by Night; and he hath many other 
precious Stones and Rubies, bur this is the richeſt.

RO M this Land of Bactrie, you go i1 many 

Days Journey to the Land of Preftor John, 
a great Emperor of Inde, and Men call his Land 
the Ifle of Pantrore. This Emperor holdeth a 
erear Land, and many good Cities and Towns. 
In thi: Kingdom are many good Ifles, and large 
for the Land of Inde is parted into 11's, becauſe 
of great Rivers that come out of Paradiſe ; — 
ſo into the Sea are many great Iſles. The beſt 
City that is in the Iſle of Pantrore, is called 
Nile, that is a noble Ciry and rich. Preſtor John 
bath under him mary Kings, and divers Lords, 
and his Land is good and rich; but not ſo 
rich as the Land of the great Caane, for Mer- 
chants come not ſo much thither as they do into 
the Land of the great Caane. And allo they find

' that abode there through the Virtue of the Ada- 
mant; and of Things that were in the Ships, 
[|| whereof theſe Trees ſotung; and ſuch Rocks are 
there many in divers Places of the Sea, and there. 
fore no Shipmen dare to. paſs that way. And 
|| another Thing alſo is, That they fear the long 
Way ; and therefore they 50 moſt to Cathay. 
And from Venice or Gene, by Sca to Cathay, 19 
eleven or twelve Months Journey. The Land of 
Preſtor John is long, and Merchants paß thither 
through the Land of Perſia, and come into & 
[|| City that Men do call Hermes, for a Philoſopher
